A  Question 
And  An  Answer 

The  following  question  has  been 
submitted  to  us; 

What  do  you  think  of  church 
suppers  and  bazaars  as  a  means  of 
raising  money  for  the  Lord's  work? 
Our  answer:  Nothing.- 

Nowhere  in  the  Book  do  we  read 
where  such  plans  were  used.  The 
only  scriptural  kind  of  giving  that 
we  know  about  is  tithes  and  of¬ 
ferings.  We  do  not  suggest  that 
suppers  and  bazaars  are  sinful,  but 
we  do  think  tithes  and  offerings 
are  the  proper  plan,  and  we  do 
know  that  bazaars  and  suppers  are 
a  waste  of  time. 

The  average  affair  of  that  kind 
requires  a  lot  of  funning  around 
and  a  lot  of  work  and  the  net 
results  amounts  to  a  very  little  per 
hour  per  person.  In  other  words, 
the  people  involved  could  make  a 
cash  offering  and  save  themselves 
a  lot  of  work  and  worry  and  would 
be  better  off  in  the  long  run. 

Often  merchants  are  solicited  for 
gifts  to  be  used  in  such  affairs. 
This  cheapens  the  church  and.leav- 
es  a  bad  taste  in  the  merchants 
mouth. 

We  never  have  found  any  plan 
that  beats  the  scriptural  £lan  as 
described  in  Malichi  3:10:  “Bring 
ye  all  the  tithes  into  the  store 
house  that  there  may  be  meat  in 
mine  house.”

Mrs.  Glenn  G.  Hays  appeals 
to  Dulles  as  "a  churchman  and 
a  humanitarian”  to  oppose  the 
decision  of  the  U.  N.'s  Third 
Committee  to  move  the  Division 
from  its  present  headquarters  in 
New  York  City,  and  branded  the 
Committee's  action  as  an  “ap- 
P<  :im  n.ent  move"  toward  "opium 
producing  China.” 

Mrs.  Hays  said  the  action  just 
taken  by  the  Conymttee  is  "not 
completely  binding,"  and  that  it 
can  be  ignored  by  Secretary- 
General  Day  Hamarskjold,  but 
that  to  date  protests  by  Am¬ 
erican  organizations  fearing  a 
revival  of  the  opium  traffic  have 
been  ignored. 


The  climate  of  Europe  is  less 
friendly  to  the  effective  persua¬ 
sion  of  the  nations  of  the  world 
to  cooperate  in  reducing  the  traf- 
fice  in  narcotic  drugs  to  medical 
and  scientific  purposes,  than  is 
that  of  the  United  tSates. 

Mrs.  Hays  said  that  Chou-En- 
Lai  protested'  to  Atlee  during 
the  latter's  visit  against  China 
being  blamed  for  the  illegal  he¬ 
roin  being  peddled  to  school  chil¬ 
dren  in  the  western  world  but 
that  the  Narcotics  Division  has 
containers  of  seized  heroin  mark¬ 
ed  with  the  trade  stamps  of  Chi¬ 
nese  heroin  factories. 

"May  we  urgently  plead  with 
you  as  a  churchman  and  hu¬ 
manitarian  to  use  the  good  of¬ 
fices  of  the  State  Department  to 
protect  American  children  and 
the  children  of  other  lands  by 
exerting  your  mfluenco- with  the 
Secretary-General  (Dag  Hamar¬ 
skjold)  to  persuade  him  to  ignore 
this  recommendation.”

Luther  repudiated  the  Roman 
Catholic  belief.  He  insisted  that 
no  human  agency,  not  even  the 
church,  can  stand  between  a  man 
and  his  God.

Every  man,  by  throwing  him¬ 
self  with  utter  abandon  upon 
God’s  grace,  can  find  forgive¬ 
ness,  peace,  power. 

Luther  thus  wrested  from  a

Asia  —  continent  of  vastness, 
I  Eastern  tyrrany,  and  atwelling 
[“poverty! 

Asia  —  continent  of  mystery7 
awe,  and  enchantment! 

Asia  —  continent  of  social  and 
political  unrest,  scene  of  mod¬ 
ern  revolutions,  home  of  hun¬ 
dreds  of  millions,  rising  up  from 
their  humiliation,  asking  for  na¬ 
tional  freedom,  humau  rights 
and  bread! 

I  had  been  appointed  to  visit- 
this  continent.  It-  was  the  Bap¬ 
tist  youth  of  the  free  Asia,  which 
had  requested  a  visit  of  a  re¬ 
presentative  for  the  Youth  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Baptist  World  Al¬ 
liance,  I  had  been  chosen  for 
this  task  with  the  aim  of  extend¬ 
ing  a  hand  of  fellowship  ip  the 
scattered  groups  of  young  Chris- 
"flans  in'  nine  Asian  countries,'1 
belonging  to  our  Baptist  fel¬ 
lowship.  I  had  never  visited  Asia 
before  but  knew  something  re¬ 
garding  the  life  and  thinking  of 
Its  people  through  books.  My 
task  was  tremendous  —  to  link 
East  and  West  in  the  name  of 
Christ.  At  the  same  time  a  fas¬ 
cinating  and  very  difficult  task. 

Well  —  I  took  off  from  my 
home  town  Stockholm  in  Swe¬ 
den  on  the  10th  of  October.  I 
had  ten  weeks  travel  and  speak¬ 
ing  ahead  of  me.  Air  transporta-  I 
tion  was  the  only  reasonable  way 
of  traveling.  The  Scandinavian  : 
Airlines  DC-6  carried  me  via  j 
Oslo,  Copenhagen,  Dusseldorf  — ' 
bad  weather  over  Germany!  — 
Geneva,  and  Rome  to  the  edge 
of  Africa.  In  Cairo  we  stopped 
early  in  the  morning  for  break¬ 
fast.  The  plane  was  soon  again 
off  for  .  the  next  stop,'  my  first  i 
stop  in  Asia.

—this  was  the  first  impression. 
Hofr  different  the  street  fife 
from  that  to  which  a  European!

Big,  green  palms  bowed  j 
their  crowned  heads  in  a  wel¬ 
come  gesture  and  the  sun  color¬ 
ed  the  picture  with  golden  light!..

Well,  Ceylon  is  a  beautiful  is- 
|  land.  Everything  was  fresh  and 
!  green.  The  rice-fields  were 
carrying  their  crop|S|  The  r(i.,r| 
f * Hs  narrow  and  winding"  "SoorT 
Twe  entered  the  hill  country  with 
charming  and  impressive  views. 
Two  elephants  came  walking  a- 
long  the  road  slowly.  The  people 
looked  healthy  and  happy.  The 
|  women  had  an  unmistakable 
I  charm.  Of  course  the  people  are 
|  very  poor  —  but  everything 
|  looked  much  nicer  than  in  Kara- 
Lchi. 

Our  Baptisf*work  is  not  very 
j  big.  There  are  about  1,600  Bap¬ 
tists  on  the  island.  Out  of  8.1 
|  million  people  5.2  million  are 
Buddhists  and  1.6  million  Hind- 
hus.  So  the  Baptists  are  a  very 
|  small  minority..  They  have  how- 
!  ever  43  schools,  most  of  which 
are  primary  schools.  We  visited 
|Sne~of  fhcrn'.aTrccTeJTn  connect’ 
tion  with  a  Baptist  church.  There 
J  the  elementary  knowledge  of 
I  mathematics,  reading  and  writ¬ 
ing  was  given  under  the  shadow 
of  the  palms. 

In  a  place  called  Matale  I  met 
with  Baptist  church  mem¬ 
bers  in  a  garden  party,  followed 
by  a  service  in  the  church.  The 
light  was  going  out  all  the  time 
in  the  church,  so  my  first  speech 
on  Asiatic  soil  was  given  in 
quite  a  dramatic  setting! 

The  Baptists  of  the  island  have 
a  certain  dignity  and  it  is  unmis¬ 
takable  that  it  is  the  great  Bap¬ 
tist  Missionary  Society,  which 
brought  our  Baptist  faith  to  the 
I  island.  The  mood  of  the  Bap- 1 
tists  is  British,  the  dress  of  the 
pastors  British  —  the  ecclesias¬ 
tical' collar!  The  growth  is  not 
big  in  the  Baptist  churches.  Bap¬ 
tists  share  the  difficulties  of  all  ( 
Protestant  Christians  on  the  is-  1 
land;  increased  Buddhist  activ¬ 
ity.  There  is  e.  g  a  law,  forbid- 
i  ding  religious  influence  in 
schools.  The  Baptists  have  a  nice 
college  for  boys  and  a  high- 
school  for  girls.  But  they  are 
!  not  allowed  to  proclaim  our 
faith  to  the  non-christians!  I 
had  to  give  a  speech,  rather  gen- 
[  eral  in  nature,  not  mentioning 
|  Christ,  in  the  Chapel  service  of  • 
the.  boys  college,  the  Carey  Col-  ' 
lege,  because  the  majority  of 
the  students  came  from  non- 
Christian  homes.  What  a  blow 
to  our  Christian  evangelism!  And 
my  Ceylonese  host  for  my  last 
meal  on  the  island  said,  that  in 
all  probability  the  Christians 
will  have  to  suffer  persecution 
rather  soon.  If  iV  comes,  I  be- 
!  lieve  that  faith  of  our  Baptist 
brethern  will  be'  strong  enough 
I  to  withstand  the  threat. 

In  India  I  just  touched  two 
I  of  the  main  cities:  Madras  and 
Calcutta.  In  Madras  I  came  in 
i  contact  with  the  great  Telegu 
work.  There  are  several  Telegu- 
churches  in  Madras  There  are 
|  about  125,000  members  id  the 
|  Telegu  Baptist  Church,  and  most 
of  the  churches  are  independent. 
The  Telegu  field  was  opened  by  1

The  people  of  First  Baptist 
Church,  Moss  Point,  observed 
the  work  of  their  Royal  Ambas¬ 
sadors,  under  the  leadership  of 
Counselor  Norris  Faggard.  They 
began  to  see  something  of  the 
needs  of  the  Royal  Ambassador 
program  and  the  necessity,}!-  a 
place  for  the  chapter  to  meet  —  { 
a  place  which  the  boys  could  call  ! 
their  own.  A  place  was  needed 
where  charts,  banners,  flags  and 
|  other  equipment  could  be  per¬ 
manently  placed  and  yet  not  be  i 
of  inconvenience  to  other  organ¬ 
izations.  The  answer  was  a  Royal 
Ambassador  hut. 

On  the  rear  of  the  church  lot 

North  American  Baptist  mission-  1 
i  aries  during  the  middle  of  the 
1870-ies,  when  after  many  years  ' 
of  fruitless  labour  about  2,000 
were  baptized  within  a  few  days! 
The  Telegus  are  friendly,  happy, 
and  rather  lively.  They  greeted 
'  the  rest  of  the  Baptists  in  the 
world  that  they  wanted  to  shpre 
with  them' the  suffering  and  the 
evangelization!  A  church  in  Ma¬ 
dras  with  800  members  baptized 
last  year  120  people. 

'Calcutta  —  vast  city  of  enor-  ' 
mous  poverty!  I  have  never  seen 
anything  like  it  in  my  whole  life. 
On  my  way  to  the  airport  at ' 
night,  I  saw  people  laying  all 
along  the  pavements,  sleeping. 
Two  men,  Who  had  visited  a 
Baptist  church  fairly  regularly, 
was  asked  by  the  pastor:  ‘‘Where  ' 
do  you  live?’’  “Oh,”  they  said, ! 
“at  the  Governor's  residence.” ; 
Well,  the  pastor  was  a  little  bit  * 
“bewildered.  They  did  not  look  as  [ 
if  they  lived  with  the  govenor's  ! 
.staff!  And  they  didn't.  What 
they  meant  was  that  they  slept 
on  the  street  outside  the  palace! 

I  was  overwhelmed  by  this  jun¬ 
gle  of  human  beings,  living  like 
dirty  animals.  Six  million  people 
in  the  city. 

Well,  Sunday  night  I  preached 
in  the  church,  which  William 
Carey  built  in  the  beginning  of 
the  19th  century.  It  still  stands!  I 
And  I  saw  the  Baptistry,  where 
Adonirfam  and  Ann  Judson  and 
Luther  Rice  from  the  U.  S.  A.  — 
Congregationalist  missionaries  j 
who  by  studying  the  Bible  on 
their  way  to  India  became  con-  \ 
vinced  Baptists  —  were  bap- 1 
tized  in  1812.  The  church  was  \ 
packed  with  people.  I  felt  the ; 
sweep  of  the  wings  of  great  Bap-  l 


was  an  ideal  spot  going  to  waste 
With  five  hundred  dollars  and 
a  love  for  boys,  they  set  out  to 
build  a  hut.  This  building,  suf¬

The  testimonies  of  Baptist  youth, 
who  had  attended  a  “summer 
school"  at  Serampore  college 
were  most  refreshing.  Here  was 
truly  and  evangelical,  fresh  and  1 
vital  taltftr 

And  that  faith  is  surely  need¬ 
ed.  Out  of  the  380  million  people  I 
in  India  less  than  five  ..million  ' 
are  Protestant  Christians.  And 
of  these  five  million  not  more  j 
than  two  million  are  Christians 
by  conviction.  The  rest  are  for-  1 
mal  Christians  like  the  state- 
church  Christians  in  Europe.  The 
Church  is  the  greatest_jnission 
field  in  India! 

My  next  stop  was  Hong  Kong
